to the highest’ bidder. Now the general 
statement has been, time and again, made, 
that by treaty the Delaware lands were ot’ 
subject to pre-emptions. The Commission- 
er nffecte to deny the allegation—yet slips 
in an admission that not only the greater 
portion of the Delaware land, but so much 
of the country of the Wens and Jowas ia in 
the same category! “Oh, shame! where is 
thy blush?) After all; take Manvoenny's 
own view af the case, and the nao hut wore
